The earliest-ripening grape in Cal- 
ifornia is a variety that is small and 
green-colored, a , seedless ‘known as 
Thompson's Seeless froi "name of 
its propagator. . It comes in ahead of 
the Tokay and other varieies that\are 
primarily tahie grapes as distinguis| 
.|from the varieties that, are best ada; 

ed to use in making wine and the va 
rieties that are proper for raisin-mak- 
ing. The Thempson Seedless really is 
a raisin grape but because it comes in 
early, earlier than the table grapes, the 
practice grew up in California of mak- 
ing shipments of the Seedless to eastern 
markets, where it was sold as a table 
grape. The practice was carried, to 
the point where immature- grapes were 
shipped, grapes that did not contain 
enough sugar to make them palatable, 
with the consequence that the market 
for all varieties of California table 
grapes was hurt. R 
The Florida Citrus Exchange is 
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Readers of this newspaper who live 
away from here should visit East Beach 
and South Bay districts and look into 
the opportunities for: profit in the 
building of, dwelling houses and store 
buildings.

ows to a height and diameter equal 
to that of the plant in any land within 
the, hotter nortions of the globe." 

In view of the manytuses the bamboo 
can be put to and its seeming value, it 
may interest the Times-Union and its 
correspondents to know fhat the only 
reason the bamboo is not planted mote 
generally in the Everglades is because 
it grows so tank and spreads over so 
much ground as to tend to become a 
nuisance" The planting of bamboo in 
the Everglades "have been made at no 
other points than where there are set- 
tlements and the .settlements are chief- 
ly arotud Lake Okeechobee and on the 
islands. Settlers are reluctant to give 
over the ground they have cleared of 
custard apple and rubber trees to the 
bamboo or any’ other plants that do not 
yield immédiate revenue. 

This does not explain, however, why 
the bamboo has not been planted in the 
saw and weed:land of the middle 
Glades, It is known that alders hasten 
the swectenirty of sawgrass land—there 
have- been plantings ‘of alders by truck- 
ers for-this purpose; chimps of bamboo 
the vast area of sawgrass would re- 
lieve the monbtony of view. as well as 
accelerate changes in soil’ conditions.

They looked enough to 
accommodate the population of the en- 
tire United States and fertile enough 
to feed the said poulation at the same 
fime. According to W. L. McGriff 33,- 
000 packages of beans, tomatoes and 
potatoes were shipped from the vicinity 
of Canal Point last season, by W. J. 
Conners for which he received about 
$75,000. There were rio mosquitos, no 
bugs and nothing to make our trip un- 
pleasant. We just rolled along at thirty 
miles na hour on a fine rock roat that 
cost W. J. Conners millions to build. 
Now and then we stopped, climbed out 
on the car and tried to see the end of the 
world, but the Glades faded in a da: 
blue line on the horizan many miles dis- 
tant every direction that one would 
look. 

“Canal Point is quite a thriving 
municipality—not much in size as yet 
but quite husky at that. Howard Sharp, 
a newspaper pioneer, issues The Ever- 
dues News at this place and I found 

is newspaper plant on the shore of the 
lake fully up-to-date and equipped with 
some of the same kinds of machines 
that arc used to issue the big dailies in 
our cities; There is one, notable thing 
about these South Florida pioneers.

is thoroughly at home in the Ever- 
glades, like the banana plant and the 
palm gives a tropical air to the prem- 
ises on which it is grown. “Its tall, 
slerider and feathery shafts are very at- 
tractive to the eye. Planted in clumps 
it affords a grateful cool shade © into 
which the sunlight cannot. penetrate, 
while as a hedge, it makes a most ef- 
fective windbreak, 

The uses of bamboo are multitudi- 
nous. To the Oriental the plant af- 
fords food, shelter and shade; material 
or honne building, furniture manufac- 

and masts of vessels; household 


stensils, water pipes and buckets, paper 
writing pens or recds, bows and ar- 
rows. The young shoots are cooked as 
asparagus, or pickled, or candied; the 
seeds are consumed in large quantities 
in China when the rice crop fails, The 
sicms, split open and dried under 
weights. make an absolutely water- 
proof material -for roofs, much used in 
the Far East and to some extent in 
South Florida. 

In Oriental countries bamboos grow 
to a height of 40, 60, or even 80 feet, 
with a diameter of 5, 15 or 18 inches, 
according to species or situation and 
hive heen known te grow two of more 
feet in height in a day. Practically in- 
destructable, their use by the Dutch in. 
Borneo as reinforcement for ^ concrete 


structure, is quite. feasible. The outer 
cuticle of some ‘Oriental species, in 


«| strips, affords sharp and durablé. edges, 


while -they may also be used as whet- 
stones, so siliseous are they.

„Following the action, T. L. Jordan, 
local Bell manager, announced pro- 
ject of beginning work on the first line 
across the Everglades, estimated to 
cost $250,000,.a% soon as the dea] could 
be consummated and materials obtain- 
ed. ` Contniued development of the 
Glades lands and requests from the 
dwellers there for up-to-date telephone 
service was given as the leading causes 
of the Bell company's cross-Florida 
project. 

Officials 6} both cencerns pointed-out 
yesterday that the Palm: Beach-Fort 
Myers project wifl be to South Florida 
communication what the Conners cross- 
state road is to be to transportation, 
furnishing a direct telephonic route be- 
tween the Atlantic and Gulf and 'serv- 
ing most of the communities of the 
fast-growing Everglades, 

The Everglades company was started 
three years ago, and the lines, which 
have been in operation in the Glades 
sections of this county for the past two 
years, have the distinction of being the 
first wire communication system that 
ever penetrated the back country. 

Route Uncertain

Among dealers and handlers of pro- 
duce the opinion is rather generally 
held: that tomatoes which are fully de- 
veloped but still- green in color when 
once cooled to low temperature, even 
though not frozen, will not ripen nor- 
mally when held in the ripening rooms. 
They consider that the chilling of to- 
matoes, that is cooling them to tem- 
peratures, which, while low, are not at 

w their freezing point, may re- 

the stock becoming soft, flabby, 
or wrinkled and. shriveled amd prevent 
their taking on the attractive red color. 
Inasmuch as definite" information 'as to 
the effect on tomatoes of temperatures 
slightly higher than their freezing point 
is lacking, investigations were conduct- 
ed by the United States department of 
agriculture. 

The results of.the investigations on 
the ‘chilling of tomatoes are~ reported 
in’ department circular 315 just: issued. 

om these studies it is concluded that 
within certain its an exposure of | 
low temperature is not injurious to| 
fully developed tomatoes provided they 
are not frozen. It has' been shown that 
exposure to low temperatures just 
above the freezing point is not harm- 
ful to. Globe tomatoes which, were 
practically fully developed but still 
green in color or which were just be- 
ginning to.change color, if this expos- 
ure is not extended beyond five days, 
and it has also been shown that toma- 
toes may be cooled below their freez- 
ing points for a short time without ap- 
parent injury if they do not freeze.
